A Proclamation for preſeruation of Grounds 


for making of Saltpeter, and to reſtore ſuch grounds as are 


no deſtroyed, and to command Aſsiſtance to be giuen to 
His Maieſties Saltpeter. Maler.. 


Ttbough by Our foꝛmer Pꝛotlamations Wee haue declared the moſt 
A || neceſſarie and impoꝛtant vſe of Gunpouder, as well foz ſupply ot Our 
owne Nany Royall and the Chipping of Our louing Sublects, as 
otherwile fo2 the defence,Ntrength and ſafette of Our people and Kings 
|| DOMs, and how great a bleſſing it is of Nimighty God to this Realme, 

that it naturally yeeldeth ſufficient Mines of Saltpeter foz making 

of GunpoWder, without any neceſsity to depend vpon the dangerous, 

=== chargeable and caſuall ſupplics from Fozreigne parts: Yet notwith- 

ſtanding, Wee are infoꝛmed, that divers ofour Subietts ot this Realme haue beene ſofarre from 
the appꝛehenſion of the care We haue x take of the Kingdoms ſafety, That theyhane of late times 
ſundꝛy Wayes much moꝛe impaired anddeſtroyed the growth and Mines of Saltpeter, then foz- 
merly: Buthowener, as we in Dur Paincely care, will not omit any pꝛouidente againſt what in. 
tonuenientes may enlſue, ſo muſt we not endure thecontempts ofſuch as be dilobedient Dublects, 
but (by reuiuing aſwell that Pzoclamation, ofthe ſire and twentieth day of December, one 
thouſand ſire hundꝛed twenty foure, publiſhed by Our late deare father, concerning Saltpeter, 
as that which ſithence was publiſhed in the firſt peere of Our Reigne ) Let all ſozts of Delin⸗ 
quents know that wee intend ſtrictly to pzoceed againſt them accoꝛding tothe leuerall bzanches 
thereof, foꝛ all offences contrarie to the Tenoz of the ſame, ſince the pꝛomulgation thereof, with- 
out reſpect ofany perſon; ſauing that Wee thinke fit to declare that Wee will not haue any ſa- 
cred g2ound be Stirred, Digged, 02 :Dpened, bpauthoꝛity of any Conmuſſion granted oz to be 
granted koꝛ this ſeruite. And the better to meet with all offendours in this behalfe, We haue 
lately Gzanted Pur Spectall Commiſſion to diuers of the Lozds and others of Dur Pziute 
Councill, to whom we Hane committed the truſt and care of that impoꝛtant ſernice; Giuing

them full power and authozity, aſwell to aſſiſt Our Saltpeter- Makers, and their Deputies, in 
their lawfull pꝛoteedings in that imployment foz ſuch Our eſpeciall ſeruice, as alſo vpon tom⸗ 
plaint made vnto them, oꝛ ſome of them and due p2oofe thereof made, to giue ſpeedy refoꝛmation 
to all impediments and miſchtefes concerning the lame. 

And to take away all pzetence of ignoꝛance of Dur Nopall plealure in this behalfe, we by the 
aduice ofthe Lozds and others of Our Pztute Council, doe againe publiſh and declare, and 
hereby ſtrictly charge and command all Our Subiects of whatſocuer eſtate, degree, oꝛ condition, 
That no perlon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer withinthis Dur Kingdome of England, oꝛ Dominion of 
Wales, doe from hencekooꝛth paue with ſtone, oꝛ bꝛicke, 02 Flooze with board any Done-houſe, 
02 Doue-coate, 02 any ſuch ware-houſe, oz out-houles, as are allowed by Our Commiſſion, to be 
wꝛought foꝛ Salt. peter, oz any Cellar, oꝛ Uault, (ercepting onely in that part of the Cellar oz 


Uault where the Beerelyeth, and erceptingſuch Cellars and Uaults onely, wherein Noblemen - 


and Gentlemen ok reuenue and qualitie, doe lay o2 dzaw their wine, beere, oz cyder, 02 other 
dꝛinke koꝛ the pꝛouiſion of their houſhold) oz doe lay the ſame with lime, ſand, grauell, oz other 
thing, whereby the growth and entreale of the Mine of Saltpeter may be hindꝛed oꝛ impatred, 
but (hall ſuffer the floozc 02 ground of the places afozeſaid, to lie open with good and mellow 
earth, apt tobzeedtncreaſe of the ſaid Mine, and Saltpeter, and ſo continue the ſame. 

And that no Jnkeepers oz others, that keepe Stables foz trauailers and paſſengers, doe 
vle any deceitfull meanes o2deuices, whereby to deſtroy oꝛ Hinder the growth of Salt-peter in 
thoſeſtables, and that no Cables at all (other then the ſtables of the Lozds Spirituall, and 
E-empozall, and of Gentlemen of qualitie ) bee found pitched , paued, oz grauelled , where the 


hoꝛſe fect vſe to ſtand, but plancked onely, noz be paued, pitched, oz granelled befoze the planckes 


next the maungers, but that both places be kept and maintained with good and mellow earth, 
fit and apt to bꝛeed and encreaſe the Mine of Saltpeter, and be layed with nothing which may hin- 
der oꝛ hurt the ſame. And ltkewtle that all # enery ſuch perſon and perſons,as hauing hereto⸗ 
fo:e ſince the laſt Pzoclamatton had any Done-houſe , Doue-coat, Stable, Cellar,Uault, Ware 
houſe, o2 other Qut-houſes, ( Which were then good Nurceries foz the bꝛeed of the Mine of 
Dalt-peter) haue ſithence carried out the good mould from thence, and filled the place againe 
withlyme, grauell, ſand,rubbiſh oz other like ſtnffe ;o2 paned, boarded, oz plancked the lame, 
whereby the Gꝛouth of the Mine of Saltpeter there hath beene decayed oz deſtroyed, ſhall and 
do within two monethes next comming, take vp the laid pauements, boazds, oꝛ plankes againe, 
and carry out the ſaid grauell, lyme,and other ſtuffe from thence, and fillthe place againe with 
good and mellow earth, fit fo: the entreaſe of Saltpeter thzee foot deepe at the leaſt, and ſo ton⸗ 
tinue and keepe the lame fo2 the bꝛeed of Saltpeter Mine. 

And fo2 as much as Wee are further aduertiled, that it is growne of late to a frequent 
p2actice, to erect Douehoules, oz to flooze them thꝛee oꝛ foure foot fromthe ground, whereby the 
quantity of the Mine of Saltpeter , which was vſually wont to grow in the Flooze of Done- 
houles, is almoſt wholly decayed to the great pzeindice of Our ſaid ſeruice, and which in time 
will bee a meanes to ouerthꝛow this wozke : Our will and pleaſure is, and We doe hereby 
ftraitly charge and command that ſuch Douchouſes be fozthwith by the pꝛeſent Owners oz 
Occupiers thereof altered and amended, by demoliſhing and pulling vp thoſe Floozes and falſe 
bottomes, and by laying thoſe Douehouſesopen and free to the bare earth oz ground, whereby 
the Myne of Saltpeter may grow and encreale, accozding as anciently hath been vled s accuſto- 
med, and that from hencefoꝛth no other oz moze Douehoules be erected oꝛ ſuffered to be built afs 
ter that way, oꝛ vpon any vpper lofts oz Flooꝛes, ſo much tending to the pꝛeindite of that which 


ſhould be ſeruiteable to the Common wealth. 


And to the end that our Nopall will and pleaſure may from time to time Hereafter be moze duely 
obſerued in the pꝛemiſſes, ve do hereby require and command all every Our Juſtices of Peace, 
andallother Dur Officers whatſoener , That they # euery of them, vpon requeſt to them made 
by Our Daltpeter-Makers, oz their Deputies authoztſed in that behalfe, oꝛ any of them, doe re⸗ 
ſort and enter into, and make ſearch in all Douehoules, Cellars, Uaultes, ont-houſes and Sta- 
bles (other then as afozeſatd ) there to view and ſee, whether they be ſo Paued, G2auelled , 02 
otherwiſe ſo built, Floozed o2 bottomed from the ground as atozeſaitd, Oꝛ any other way 02 
meanes pzactiled, in deceit, o: euaſion, oz contrary to any the Pꝛoclamations of Us o2 Our 
late Fathers, publiſhed in that behalke: And thereupon to take oꝛder and lee that a full and due 
refoꝛmation bethercof ſpeedilie had and made,acco2Ting to Pur Command herein, and in Our 
fozmer Pzoclamations declaredand publiſhed in that behalfe. 

Laſtly fo: that notwithſtanding all Our care and pꝛouidente, Wee may (uſtly ſuſpect, that 
there will ili be diſcouered ſome rekrattoꝛie perſons in thts behalfe, Theretoze We doc hereby re- 
quire authoꝛtze all Our Judges of Als tile in their leucrall Circuits, Puſtices of Peate in every 
ſenerall County of this Kingdom, Maioꝛs, Sherikes, Bailifes, Conſtables #all other Our Offi- 
ters # Miniſters from time to time, as occaſion Hall require, to be furthering, helping, aiding.and 
alſiſting to Our Daltpeter-Makets, and their depiiiics,bpon requeſt in that behalfe made, atcoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the Tenour of Dur laid Commiſſion and the effect of this and the foznier mentioned Pꝛo⸗ 
clamations of Dur Father, and of Our ſelke. 

And Wee doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command all maner of perſons whatlocuer careful- 
ly and diligently to oblerue and perfozme the ſaid Pꝛoclamations defoze mentioned, and Cur 
Royall pleaſure therein expꝛeſſed, as they and euerie ofthem will auoide Our heauy diſpleaſure, 
and the cenſure of being holden contemnersof Our Royall Commandement, in a matter of ſo 
high conſequence foꝛ the publikeſernice and ſafety of Our State and Kingdome, and vpon ſuch 
further penalties and puntſhments, as foꝛ example to others, their contempts and want of duty 
ſhall demerit and in Our High Court of Starchamber oz other wile ſhall be found fit to bee (11s 


poſed vpon them, 


Giuen at Our Court at Whitehall, the foureteenth day of March in the tenth yeere 
of Our Reigne of England, Scotland, France and Ireland.
